The Registration Bill.
This bill which has perhaps strirred up

more feeling than anything, which lyis
yet been brought before the Legislature,!
is to be further discussed after the ad-
innn»mnnfc fhr tha Christmas holidavs.>
The section requiring the payment of
fees for tlio privilege of registering, and
the clause demanding tho deposit of live !,
dollars on appeal from tlio decision of the
Superintendent of registration have been

g struck out, and the proposed law is not
now near so objectionable as it was in its
original shape.
We doubt tho expediency of any law

on the subject, and are firmly of the
opinion that the law will certainly defeat
tho very ends which it was intended to

accomplish. As wo understand, the
avowed purpose of tho advocates of this
-law is to prevent fraud in elections and
to perpetuate honest government In;
South Carolina. Will it do it? Suppose
we have a law which requires the voter
to register before the first o!" June preparatoryto his voting in the following
^November. In the case of a majority of
the voters of the County, this is the bnsi-
est season of the year. Will they at such
a time, before the candidates are in the'
field, and long before the campaign will
have been opened, quit their work and
subject themselves to the humiliation ot

a registration, which requires them to
take their tickets to the polls in Novem-
bcr to entitle them to vote ? We believe
that one-half of the Democrats of this
county will neglect or refuse to register,
while it is a well known fact that the Republicanswould lose a crop and then
swim the biirgest stream in the count}*,
before thev would forfeit their jightto'
vote. It takes all the drumming and
draggooning we can do to bring tlio J)cm-
ocnus 10 me pons, wimu uiu nqjiiuiiuun
cannot ho held away.

If some of the sermons of out day were publishedon this condition, their printed would
ill Iter from their delivered form. It is not becomingin laymen to be censorious of clerical
performances, lebt they be retorted upon after
ilie manner of l)r. l'luiner, whowhenpublisliiiigascrmon,remarkedthat "if there were
any who did not like It, they could go and
write a better," nor would il be proper for one
minister to indulge much in e-'iticisms upon
another, lest he himself Jail under the same
condemnation; but at the same time, It is legitimateto remark that the adoption of a rule
to publish no more ot a tllscouise than what
is appropriate to the subject, would, in many
instances, trim down such discourse, and seriouslyabbreviate it.

J f the principles of a sober and Judicious
criticism weicapplied to those ol our pni|)it
dibits which are proposed tc be published,
some of tliem would be admitted without objectionoraiteiation, wiiile others would be
subjected to erasures and corrections.
The introduction of one is fur-fetched, and

duils largely in platitudes, and solar as appropriatenessis concerned world suit as well
as any oilier subject or any o'.her text, and
consequently that discourse is niinu an introductionin the judgment of the committee of
publication, or of the publishers.
The subjee of another, is foreign to the text

and inappropriate to the occasion, and Is
therefore ruled out. The objcc-ion to another
is that the good things in thedis ;ourseare neutrali/.edby the utterances of doubtful if not of
unscriptural sentiments. To c<me within tiie
rules, a sermon worthy of the public ear and
of the public eye, should be extual, sound,
appropriate and instructive. J: may be brilliantbut not textual.eloquent, but not sound,
orthodox but not appropriate. J. U.
